It was only the third time in shut- 
tle history that engines shut down 
on the launch pad. 

After two of Columbia’s three 
main engines ignited in the final 6 
1/2 seconds of the countdown for 
the scheduled 9:51 a.m. launch, a 
valve in the third one apparently 
failed to close, said shuttle projects 
manager Alex McCool. — 

That built pressure in a line that 
is supposed to purge moisture and 
other waste from the engine, so the 
engine didn’t ignite properly, 
McCool said. It did burn for 1 1/2 
seconds but never came close to full 
thrust. On-board computers auto- 
matically shut down all three 
engines, one by one. 

The five Americans and two 
Germans emerged from the shuttle 
cockpit 45 minutes later with 
expressions of disgust on their 
faces. 

As German physicist Ulrich 
Walter. crawled out of the hatch, 
Rudolf Teuwsen, a spokesman for 
Germany’s space agency, said, “I’ve 
never seen him that depressed. fc 

“What did work, and worked very 
well, was the safety system,” said 
launch director Bob Sieck. “As pad 
aborts go, this is probably the best 
one that we’ve executed.”

BYU’s policy about students who disaffiliate with 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
states that students must remain members of the 
Church or leave the university, but R. J. Snow, vice

Then in the fall of 1990, Anderson said he began 
attending the Evangelical Free Church as well as his 
other LDS meetings.

After that school year, he still 
had no desire to leave the evangelical church and was 
directed to the Honor Code office to have his ecclesias- 
tica] endorsement signed. 

The Honor Code office signed his endorsement, but 
said Anderson must be classified a non-LDS student. 
Anderson agreed and has been paying the non-LDS 
tuition price this year. 

The pastor of the Evangelical Free Church, which 
Anderson attends, said three years ago he thought it 
was okay for those who attend the evangelical church 
to be members of another faith. 

“T didn’t think it was an issue until recently when 
there are more situations happening,” Rev. Scott 
McKinney said. 

Another student who was allowed to continue his 
education at BYU was Brenden Terry. Terry graduat- 
ed from BYU in August with a double major in history 
and music. Terry accepts the new policy. “I don’t see 
how the (LDS) Church can feel otherwise about the 
policy. It is to be expected,” Terry said. Terry also 
served a mission for the LDS Church and considered 
himself an “active member.” 

Terry said he had a Kimball scholarship to BYU and 
as soon as he found himself “disenchanted” with the 
LDS Church, he wrote a letter to BYU. He also had 
his name taken off the records of the Church.

“We’re receiving cash 
donations from throughout the U.S. and also 
medical supplies from hospitals,” Jacobsen-said. 

The organization will take more than a six- 
month supply of sanitation materials to the hos- 
pitals in Moscow in a project that will take 
place from May 8 to May 22. The supplies range: 
from rubber gloves to surgical needles, said 
Rich Israelsen, 24, a history major from Los 
Altos, Calif. “Doctors are re-using needles and 
they're having problems (with the spread of) the 
AJDS virus and other diseases. We will be there 
to teach them (doctors) how to use the supplies 
so they don’t get wasted,” Israelsen said. 

“There are terrible situations. Their machines 
are primitive, needles get used over, there are 
no sheets on the beds, the floors are dirty and

there is no gauze pads or clean towels,” 
Jacobsen said.

The eight BYU students who are organizing 
the project are Rich Israelsen, Brent and 
Suzette Jacobsen, Drew. and Joanna Johnson, 
Marc and Cammy Fuller, and John Warner. 

The group will also distribute first aid kits to 
the pre-schools and then meet with the parents

Judy was then admitted to Utah 
State Hospital in Provo, where he 
was received by the Forensics unit 
of the hospital, which treats people 
who have criminal backgrounds, 
Chilton said. 

“After the evaluation is over, we 
submit the information to court,” 
Chilton said, “Then they. decide if 
they agree with us. A court dis- 
agreement rarely happens.” 

She said not many are found 
incompetent to continue with court 
proceedings. However, when a per- 
son is diagnosed incompetent to 
stand trial, it is because he doesn’t 
understand the nature of the 
charges and cannot assist with 
counsel. 

“When the evaluation is done and 
the person is found competent, he 
is escorted back to jail,”. Chilton 
said. 

“Once in court, the person can 
still be found innocent by insanity, 
which is a different form of the law 
— it’s much broader for insanity 
pleas.” 

Judy’s release date from the hos- 
pital has not been announced.

French conservatives win elections 


PARIS — With the left in tatters after a devastating loss in parliamen- 
tary elections, conservatives began laying the groundwork Monday for 
isolating Socialist President Francois Mitterrand. 

Right-wing leaders urged Mitterrand to resign early, promising their 
parliamentary coalition would tolerate no interference with their pro- 
grams. Conservatives warned that they will not give Mitterrand free 
reign of foreign policy either. 

But the conservatives are not united on all issues, which might give 
Mitterrand an-opening to exploit their differences. 

Conservatives want to sell off state-owned industries. They promise to 
trim a $40 billion budget deficit and reduce’ the 10.5 percent unemploy- 
ment rate, but they have disclosed few details of their program. 

After run-off elections in a week, France likely will have its most con- 
servative government since the Fifth Republic was founded in 1958. 

Soaring unemployment, which has doubled since the Socialists came to 
power in 1981, is seen as the chief reason for the repudiation of the 
Socialists. It followed a series of scandals ranging from financial corrup- 
tion to the state health system’s knowingly allowing transfusions of 
AIDS-tainted blood. 


Canadian woman files suit against Nu Skin 


SALT LAKE CITY — A Canadian woman has sued Nu Skin 
International Inc., alleging the multi-level marketer of personal products 
is violating federal securities laws by operating a pyramid scheme. 

In her suit filed Monday in U.S. District Court, Natalie Capone of 
Toronto says she lost $5,000 to Nu Skin. She asks her suit be considered 
a class action on behalf of Canadian Nu Skin investors who lost money in 
the company since Jan. 1, 1990. 

While the suit does not specify damages sought, it does claim to repre- 
sent 50,000 or more people who lost more than $25 million to the lotions, 
gels, hair and nail care products company. 

In addition to Nu Skin International and Nu Skin Canada Inc., Capone 
names as defendants Nu Skin President Blake Roney, and top- -level, 
“Blue Diamond Council” Nu Skin distributors Clara McDermott and 
Richard Kall. 


Sunken gold is not ‘finders, keepers’ 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court sailed past a billion-dollar dis- 
pute over sunken gold Monday as it refused to apply the ancient rule of 
“finders, keepers” to long-lost shipwrecks. 

The justices refused, without comment, to review a federal appeals 
court ruling that could force the salvagers who found the S.S. Central 
America 130 years after it sank to share the treasure that, went down 
with it. 

The Central America, which sank in the Atlantic Ocean about 180 
miles east of Charleston, S.C., in 1857, is one of the most famous ship- 
wrecks in American history. 

The ship went down in a hurricane while traveling from Panama to 
New York. Only 153 of its 578 passengers were saved. On board was an 
estimated $2 million worth of California cold — now worth an estimated 
$1 billion. 


20,000 refugees may leave Srebrenica 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The Bosnian Serb leader 
promised to open air and land corridors today to allow thousands of des- 
perate refugees to flee the eastern town of Srebrenica. 

The leader, Radovan Karadzic, also told the U.N. Security Council that 
it was not his goal to capture the town, one of the few remaining Muslim 

enclaves in eastern Bosnia. 

But a representative of the U.N. High Commissioner for Refugees who 
just returned from Srebrenica said he feared Serbs were indeed planning 
a takeover. 

eewst in Sarajevo, UNHCR representative Larry Hollingworth 
sai 

“Maybe they'll open a corridor and say, Everybody out, or we'll flatten 
you.’ There’s nothing to stop them. 

“T hope to God the Serbs do not go in,” Hollingworth added. “There are 
20,000 refugees there, and very few fighters. ... They will kill thousands 
of innocent people. It’s a tragedy that can be prevented.” 

Despite Karadzic’s assurances that Serbs are only trying to halt a 
Muslim offensive in eastern Bosnia, Hollingworth said Serb attacks are 
a likely part of a strategy worked out by Bosnian Serb leaders.

Tourists in Utah can get a glimpse of towering Rocky Mountains, edificial 
canyon arches and breath-taking pollution. It’s hard to miss the reddish- -gray 
| ° haze that hangs over Salt Lake and Utah counties. But toss out Geneva Steel 


and rock canyon painters, and Utah has something to boast about: its buses. 


Pedestrians and drivers familiar with the black, smelly smoke belched forth 
from “environmentally-aware” city buses might breathe a little easier knowing 


Utah Transit Authority (UTA) buses already exceed 1994 emission standards. 


. The smog-busting Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has begun enforc- 
ing diesel fuel rules set by the 1990 Clean Air Act, but UTA buses already use a 


- cleaner diesel. 


In addition, new EPA exhaust standards will cut diesel exhaust from city. 
buses by 90 percent by 1996, and reduce the emission of microscopic soot parti- 
cles which can cause lung cancer, bronchitis, asthma attacks and respiratory 


infections, EPA officials say. 


EPA Administrator Carol Browner told Gannett News the new standards 
exposed daily to the hazards of annoying clouds 


were “great news for millions ... 
of diesel exhaust.” 


UTA riders can breathe a sigh of relief. Not only because they are not outside 
breathing diesel exhaust (in smaller amounts than other states), but they also 


cut down on it. 


Over the past year, UTA has replaced 33 of its 525 buses and added five com- 
pressed natural gas buses to its clean air demonstration project (UTA has 
proved natural gas buses to be just as efficient, except on hills). Funds to pay 
for new buses (about $200,000 each, plus $10, 000 to $12,000 more for cleaner 


engines) come in part froin rider fees, but largely from federal grants.

Many transit authorities must wait to purchase buses until after stockpiling 
enough grants, and therefore will have a hard time meeting the EPA’s new

BYU track athletes stepped out- 
doors for the first time this week- 
end at the Willie Williams Classic 
in Tucson, Ariz. 

Athletes from the University of 
Illinois, Purdue and University of 
Arizona joined BYU in the non- 
scored event.

In the 
100, Kayode had a bad start and 
came in second with a time of 
10.64, said men’s coach Willard 
Hirschi. 

In his first outdoor race of the 
season, BYU’s Sean Maye ran 
faster than in any race last year in 
a winning time of 46.61 in the 400. 
“Indoors has given me more confi- 
dence, rhythm and pace,” Maye 
said. 

Mark Godfrey placed first in the 
triple jump with a 48-1.75 effort.

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Federal government to give 
Provo more than $2 million 
to improve infrastructure

The federal government is going 
to give Provo an economic boost in 
July when the city, announces its 
new 1993-94 fiscal budget. 

Provo Mayor Michael Hill 
announced Monday that the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) will contribute 
more than $2 million in 
Community Development Block 
Grant Funds to improve the city’s 
infrastructure. “The amount is 17 
percent more than the city received 
last year,” Hill said. 

Hill said half of the money is 
already committed to pay a loan 
Provo incurred to help pay for the 
expansion of the city’s East Bay 
area. He said approximately 
$675,000 will be available to citi- 
zens for projects aimed at improv- 
ing Provo. 

Ron Madsen, executive director of 
Provo’s redevelopment agency, said 
in order for the city to be eligible 
for block grant funding, the city 
must meet certain national objec- 
tives. “The grant money is aimed at 
benefiting low and moderate 
income families and areas,” 
Madsen said. 

In the past, the money has been 
used for what HUD terms urgent 
causes, including natural disasters, 
he said. Block grant funding has 
also been used for park improve- 
ments, housing loans, job creation 
projects and downtown redevelop- 
ment, Madsen said. 

“The public is encouraged to rec- 
ommend local improvement pro- 
jects that could benefit from the 
grant money,” Madsen said. He 
said Provo residents can submit 
proposals to the redevelopment 
agency until April 5. A citizen’s 
committee will review the propos- 
als before the municipal council 
determines how the money will be 
spent. 

Hill also indicated that under 
President Clinton’s.economic stim- 
ulus package, Provo could also 
receive an additional $1.3 million 
from HUD. He said the stimulus 
money would be targeted toward 
Provo construction projects in an 


effort to create jobs. The city would | 


also use a portion of the stimulus 
money for street and sidewalk 
improvement, he said. 

Mark Bowden, a neighborhood 
representative for ‘Provo’s Sunset 
area, said his community could 
really benefit from federal grant 
money. 

“We have no sidewalks for our 
children to walk to school on,” he 
said, “The city should at least place 


sidewalks beside some of the area’s 
main roads.” 

Bowden also would like to see an 
equestrian park in Provo. At one 
time, the city had plans to build a 
park in the East Bay area. “All the 
cities surrounding Provo have 


equestrian parks and many of (the 
cities) are only half the size of this 
city,” Bowden said. Kent 
Wadsworth, a neighborhood repre- 
sentative in Provo’s Dixon/Timp 
area, said more low income housing 
is needed in the city.
